3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

4. In reference to claims 1 , 14, 20 and 26: 

5. Chi U.S. Patent No. (6,006,329), discloses a method for detecting a computer 
virus in a data stream comprising: 

• Scanning the data stream to detect at least one virus (Chi, Col. 2 Lines 36 



6. Chi, fails to teach the limitations of estimating a time period required to scan the 
data stream and transmitting the data stream without the scanning if the estimated scan 
time period exceeds the maximum scan time period. 

7 . Each independent claim identifies the distinct feature of transmitting the data 
stream without the scanning if the estimated scan time period exceeds the maximum 
scan time period. The closest prior art, Chi U.S. Patent No. (6,006,329) and teaches 
the scanning of data streams for viruses in the stream. The cited prior art fails to teach 
transmitting the data stream without the scanning if the estimated scan time period

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exceeds the maximum scan time period and thus fails to anticipate or render the above 
limitations obvious.
